The Utah chapter of the National 
Guard Association will play host to 
what might be considered the first 
joint appearance of the presidential 
election, as President George Bush 
and his Democratic challenger 
Governor Bill Clinton speak within 
an hour of each other from the 
same podium at the National 
Guard Convention. 

The convention, which began on 
Sunday and will run through 
today, is taking place at the Salt 
Palace. 

“To be honest,” said Lt. Col. Bob 
Nelson, chief public relations offi- 
cer for the National Guard 
Association, “having a standing 
President address the Association 
isn’t all that rare. But to have both 
the President of the United States 
and his opponent speak on the 
same day is a little unbelievable.” 

As of this past weekend, Vice- 
president Dan Quayle was sched- 
uled to speak at the convention. 
However, the National Guard 
Association had issued invitations 
to both Bush and Clinton, and the 
weekend saw rapid changes in the 
convention’s schedule as the two 
candidates jockeyed for the upper 
hand. 


“Clinton originally turned down 
the invitation,” said James 
Roberts, executive director of the 
Utah Democratic Party, “but then 
his team told us to hold on. It’s 
crazy...he’s been on and off the con- 
vention schedule twenty times.” 

The Bush team decided to accept 
the National Guard invitation on 
Sunday. Monday morning, the 
Clinton team announced the 
Democratic presidential candidate 
would be speaking an hour after 
Bush. 

According to a report on CNN 
Monday evening, Clinton will use 
the speech to address the issue of 
his draft record. 

While the National Guard itself is 
a state and federal institution and 
nominally apolitical, the National 
Guard Association is the guards- 
men’s “political arm,” and has con- 
siderable influence in Washington. 

“We represent the families and 
children of those who make their 
careers in the National Guard,” 
said Nelson, “and we are always 
pleased to see political attention.” 

While the convention exists pri- 
marily for officers of the 
Association to meet and decide on 
policy, Nelson admitted that such 
business has been pushed slightly 
aside by all the political jostling.

Slicing interest rates - 
in Germany makes world 
financial markets soar

BONN, Germany — Germany 
cut key interest rates for the first 
time in five years Monday, an 
action the United States and 
European Community nations had 
urged for months to help spur a 
world economic recovery. 

Stocks shot up in New York and 
other financial markets. 

The cuts by the Bundesbank, 
Germany’s central bank, could ease 
pressures on the U.S. economy and 
improve the prospects for French 
approval of a treaty for European 
political and monetary union in a 
referendum this Sunday. But the 
gap between German rates and 
those in other major industrial 
nations remained wide. 

Germany’s high rates have 
attracted investments and drawn 
money away from other currencies, 


‘helping to drive the dollar to an all- 


time low against the mark in 
recent weeks. 
The cut was part of a European 


Community agreement Sunday to 
devalue the weakening Italian lira 
against the mark and other 
European currencies in exchange 
for a reduction in German interest 
rates. 

On Monday the Bundesbank low- 
ered its Lombard rate from 9.75 
percent to 9.50 percent and cut the 
discount rate from 8.75 percent to 
8.25 percent. 

The pivotal Lombard is the rate 
at which banks borrow emergency 
funds from the Bundesbank, and 
acts as the effective ceiling on 
money market rates. The discount 
rate is that used for the cheapest 
standard bank-to-bank lending. 

There was an immediate reaction 
on Wall Street, where the Dow 
Jones average of 30 industrials 
shot up 35 points in the first half 
hour of trading and by more than 
65 points by early afternoon. The 
Dow closed up 70.52 points at 
3,376.22 for its biggest single-day 
gain of the year. 


1973-87 GM pickups unsafe, 
auto safety group reports

WASHINGTON — An auto safety 
group said Monday that fuel tanks 
in some General Motors trucks are 
vulnerable to fires or explosions in 
side-impact crashes and have 
resulted in 10 times more deaths 
than the Ford Pinto. 

The nonprofit; Center for Auto 
Safety estimated that more than 
300 people have died in side crash 
fires in GM trucks since 1973. 
Twenty-seven people died during 
the 1970s in fuel tank fires in the 
Ford Pinto. 

“The Pinto is the milestone of gas 
tank defects, or the landmark,” 
said the center’s executive director, 
Clarence Ditlow. “And when some- 
thing has 10 times as many fatali- 
ties as the Pinto, you know it’s ter- 
rible.” 

A GM spokesman reiterated the 
company’s position that the trucks 
meet federal safety standards and 
the safety needs of its customers. 

The center’s concerns are directed 


at “side-saddle” tanks mounted 
outside the frame rails of 1973-87 
Chevrolet and GMC C-K series 
full-sized pickups. There are about 
5 million on the road. 

Newer models have a single tank 
within the trucks’ frame rails. 

A statistician hired in the lawsuit 
against GM reviewed National 
Highway Traffic Safety 
Administration records and found 
115 people died in side crash fires 
from 1981 to 1986 alone, the center 
said. 

Last month, the center filed a 
petition asking the highway safety 
administration to recall the vehi- 
cles. On Monday, it called on the 
agency to grant the request imme- 
diately. 

Ditlow restated the center’s claim 
that GM covered up the alleged 
defect. He said the company settled 
as many as 100 lawsuits before 
trial and obtained orders from 
judges sealing the results from 
public view. 
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Vietnam stigma lingers over election 


WASHINGTON — It was a long time ago. The generation born since 
America came home from Vietnam can only imagine how bitterly 
dismayed this country was about a war it could not seem to win and 
many felt it had no business fighting. 

But now, with his campaign raising the issue, the country is being 
forced to confront again its feelings about the young men who did not 
want to kill there and who did not want to die there. 

Bush arranged to address the National Guard Association in Salt Lake 
City on Tuesday in an appearance bound to raise the contrast between 
his heroism in World War II and Bill Clinton’s effort to avoid service in 
Vietnam. 

Clinton also arranged to address the same organization after Bush 
speaks. 
Originally the convention was to have heard only from Vice 
President Dan Quayle, himself subjected to the same where-were-you- 
during-the-war scrutiny that now besieges Clinton. 


Clinton plan mirrored by physicians 


WASHINGTON — The nation’s second-largest physicians’ group 
urged the government Monday to cap their fees and establish a health 
care system much like the one proposed by Democratic presidential 
candidate Bill Clinton. The White House replied “not a chance” when 
asked if the president could endorse the proposal. 

The American College of Physicians, representing some 77,000 doctors 
of internal medicine, said the government should limit the amount of 
money spent overall in this country on health care, and said the states 
should negotiate fee limits with doctors and hospitals. 

Dr. John Ball, executive vice president of the organization, said it is not 
endorsing one political candidate over another. 


Syria refuses compromise with Israel 


WASHINGTON — Syria’s chief negotiator on Monday ruled out a 
partial Israeli withdrawal from the Golan Heights after more than four 
decades of conflict between the two countries. 

As Middle East peace talks resumed at the State Department, 
negotiator Muwaffiq al-Allaf withheld judgment on a new proposal 
Israeli negotiator Itamar Rabinovich brought with him from Jerusalem. 
The proposal is a reply to Syria’s demand for the lost territory. 

“I think it provides an excellent basis for further progress,” Rabinovich 
said. 

Israel captured the Golan Heights in 1967, ending attacks on northern 
Israeli villages from bases in Syria. Some 12,000 Israeli Jews have 
established homes on the heights and many of them now fear they might 
be uprooted.

A student attending school in Colorado was killed Sunday morning in 
Spanish Fork Canyon after his eastbound car drifted into westbound 
traffic on Interstate 89 and struck a diesel head-on, according to Utah 
Highway Patrol records. 

Utah State Trooper Wayne Durrant said Martin Jan Kryska, 28, 
probably fell asleep or wasn’t paying attention to the road when his 1986 
Ford Escort collided with a 1985 Peterbilt diesel driven by Jere Noel of 
Wyoming. 

Noel was not injured in the accident. 

Kryska was from Norwich, Vt., but had been attending college in 
Aspen, Colo. UHP said it did not know why Kryska was travelling on I- 
89 through the canyon.

Although good writing is a 
must, speaking and other com- 
munication skills are also essen- 
tial for an FSO. “A foreign lan- 
guage is a parcel of the Foreign 
Service,” Tanner said. A second 
language is not a requirement 
for service but is required for 
officers seeking tenure. 

“As an officer, you are on duty 
24 hours a day, seven days a 
week, 365 days a year, “ Tanner 
said. “Every FSO should have a 
big sign on their wall saying 
‘FLEXIBLE’. . .it is the number 
one quality of an FSO.” 


Foreign Service Officer 
says flexibility crucial 


As an FSO, “You have to be 
willing to take an assignment in 
some of the most dangerous 
places in the world,” Tanner 
said. “The posts are remote and 
isolated . . . you won’t have the 
lifestyles you’ve become 
acquainted with.” 

Tanner said that members of 
The Church of Jesus Christ of 
Latter-day Saints may find life 
in the Foreign Service difficult. 
Many members have left the 
Foreign Service because opportu- 
nities for Primary and Relief 
Society rarely present them- 
selves, he said. 

For example, while Tanner 
served in Indonesia and 
Pakistan, the congregation never 
exceeded eight individuals. “If 
you want the Mormon lifestyle, 
you don’t want the Foreign 
Service.” 

Tanner emphasized that a 
career in the Foreign Service 
must be done for the right rea- 
sons. There has to be a commit- 
ment to public service.

Students no longer need to go else 
where to receive medical attention 
because of inaccessible medical ser- 
vices.

The new SafeRide program, started Monday night, is a giant step in the right 
direction for the BYU community. While it may not solve the problem, it will 


reduce some of the risks. 


The problem is rape and assault, especially after dark. The solution is a free 
shuttle service called SafeRide that runs from 8 p.m. until 12:30.a.m., Monday 


through Saturday. 


Although campus violent crime is not common, and statistics show that most 
of these crimes occur off campus, SafeRide is an effort to circumvent the dan- 
ger. As Kevin Sears, a vice president in BYUSA, said, even one instance of rape 


or assault is one too many. 


SafeRide will give students greater freedom on campus. Students can now 
stay long hours in the library or elsewhere without the added worry of walking 
home alone or perhaps imposing on friends by calling them at midnight for a 


ride. 


The shuttle will carry 12 passengers at a time on a one-mile route north and 
south of campus. Most students who live beyond that distance will have cars, 
and those who don’t can now ride safely home after dark. 

Although the program may be slow in arriving, (it was first proposed in 1985) 
BYU should now be grateful for the progress instead of disgruntled over the 
time lapse. Progress has been made, and now it must continue. 

BYUSA is funding SafeRide for this semester on a trial basis, at a cost of 
approximately $12,000. If the need is sufficient, BYUSA hopes the university 
will fund the shuttle starting in Winter Semester 1993. 


Hats off to BYUSA and SAC for implementing a necessary and 


useful

U.N. members need 
to pay their dues 


United Nations — With the demise of the 
Cold War, the United Nations has experi- 
enced a political renaissance. It now 
stands on the verge of fulfilling its original 
promise — especially the collective securi- 
ty role that is now of such vital importance 
to peace. Yet, just as the U.N. is being 
called on to serve the international com- 
munity in new and demanding ways, its 
capacity to respond is threatened by the 
failure of many member states to meet 
their financial-obliga- 

tions. 

The U.N. requires pay-33=§= 
ment of annual dues=== 
from each of its mem- _ 
bers. It is precisely the failure of member 
states to meet their obligations that has 
caused the debilitating financial crisis the 
U.N. faces today. It is alarming that eight 
months into the year only 58 of 163 mem- 
ber states had fully paid their dues to the 
regular budget. The back dues owed by the 
United States amount to $600 million. 

In 1980, the U.N. was owed $95.6 million 
in back dues to its regular budget — the 
day-to-day operating expenses of the orga- 
nization. By 1990, the debt had grown to 
$461.2 million. Today, it stands at $848 
million. With an additional $788 million in 
contributions due for the U.N.’s many 
peacekeeping operations still outstanding, 
the combined total of back payments due is 
now a staggering $1.6 billion. That is more 
oe the entire 1992 regular budget of the

fund be set at 25 percent 
of the annual assessment under the regu- 
lar budget. 

¢ Creating a U.N. Peace Endowment 
Fund with a target of $1 billion to be 
financed by assessed and voluntary contri- 
butions from governments, as well as pri- 
vate contributions. 

In the end, however, attempts to improve 
the functioning of the U.N. will be to no 
avail if the failure by member states to 
provide their assessed payments pushes 
the organization toward insolvency. 

Since the United Nations is expected to 
play a central role in keeping the peace 
after the Cold War, it is not an exaggera- 
tion to conclude that a crisis for the U.N. is 
a crisis for world peace.

Original book written in Spanish

A revolutionary new book about 
The Book of Mormon has just been 
published by a former BYU stu- 
dent. 

The book titled “El Libro de 
Mormon Antela Critical” is the first 
critical analysis of The Book of 
Mormon to be done completely in 
Spanish. 

Jose Sanchez, the book’s author 
and translator, said, “It is the first 
Spanish book on the planet with 
any serious Book of Mormon 
research. In Latin America there is 
not one article with critical analy- 
sis on The Book of Mormon; just 
faith promoting stories.” 

Sanchez said he had to sacrifice a 
lot to bring this book into being, 
but he said he felt God was leading 
him. 

“I got married, divorced and in an 
accident because of that book. It 
took me four years and $25,000 to 
finish it. I still have a large loan I 
have to pay back, but I feel that 
God was pleased with what I was 
doing.” 

The book is a compilation of 30 
articles written by various authors 
such as Hugh Nibley, Sidney 
Sperry and Monte S. Nyman that 
Sanchez translated into Spanish. 
Sanchez wrote two of the articles 
contained in the book. 

Sanchez grew up as a member of 
The Church of Jesus Christ of 
Latter-day Saints in the Mormon 
colonies in Mexico. He attended 
Ricks College, went on a mission, 
then found himself at BYU where 
he graduated with two degrees 
including a masters in Latin 
American and Spanish Literature. 
He was also one of the first stu- 
dents at BYU to receive a transla- 
tion certificate. 

Though he was raised in a Latin- 
American culture, Sanchez has a 
few complaints about it. “I have a 
problem with the Latin-American 
mentality. They think that The 
Book of Mormon is perfect. I don’t 
mean just the words, but the physi- 
cal book.” 

Luis Heise, a former stake mis- 
sionary and native of Chile, thinks 
that Sanchez’s book is a good idea. 
“It would be fantastic for people 
like me and those in South 
America. I would rather read any 
book in Spanish ... I get more juice 
out of reading in my own lan- 
guage.” 

Sanchez is concerned about the 
fact that a good number of Latin 
Americans do not take the Book of 


Mormon seriously enough. 

“T want Latin Americans to know 
that there is more to the Book of 
Mormon. I want to provoke them 
into intellectual writing. Most 
Latin Americans are afraid to 
touch the scriptures. They are 
afraid to write about it because 
they are seen as attacking the 
church.” 

Right now Sanchez’s book is 


available in the BYU bookstore and, 


selected LDS bookstores in the 


area. Sanchez hopes the disfribu- 
tion of his book will increase. 

“T have. called Mexico City and 
Argentina about publishing it, but 
I haven’t heard back yet. I want 
the Latin American missionaries to 
have a defense intellectually. We 
do not have to be ashamed of the 
Book of Mormon. We should be 
proud of it.” 

Sanchez said, "I do not want to 
make money on the book. It is my 
contribution to Latin America.”
